Underwood and McAdoo would prefer 
to skate lightly over this question 
and discuse railroads and taxes.

Exploring the Gobi 
Desert by Motor Car 


(From Asia.) 

Where the treasure was which has 
been unearthed by the Third Asiatic 
expedition in the Gobi desert and how 
we found it, is the story that I wish 
to tell. The true measure of the sig- 
nificance of our find cannot be de- 


termined until the rock, which for so | 


many centuries has enclosed the bones, 


has been finally removed at the Natur- | 


al History Museum in New York. 


As I read now the plan of opera- 


tions for the summer’s work, 
I sketched in the May, 1922, issue of 
Asia, am surprised to see how close- 
ly we followed our tentative program. 
It was based on my personal know!l- 
edge of the country and information 
obtained from the Mongols and the 
few white men who had visited Mon- 
golia. We went into the field witn 
open minds, prepared to follow where 
the trail led us, but with a definite 
purpose: to make a reconnaissance of 
a virtually unknown region, to do it 
in a new way by the use of motor 
ears, and by the same token to do 
it quickky.. The vast distances and 
the long bitter winters of Mongolia 
are prohibitive to scientific work. 
We believed, however, that in one 
summer we could do three seasons’ 
work if the motor transport proved 
successful. But could automobiles he 
used? No one knew! A regular mo- 
tor service had ben established he- 
tween Kalgan and Urga, but the road 
is fine and hard. In the far west, 
where the Gobi is a real desert, where 
there are mountains and rivers, sand 
and rocks, it is a different story. We 
needed the courage of our convictions, 
for -even those who had been many 
times across the Kalgan-Urga trail 
did not share our optimism. To take 
five cars, two of them one-ton trucks, 
into a country where a car had never 
been before, and, moreover. to plan 
a four-thousand mile trinv was, they 
thought, trusting a good deal to Prov- 
idence. 

The preparations for the Mongolian 
expedition were undertaken long in 
advance of our departure. In Janu- 
ary, 1922, I began to assemble the 
equipment, pack boxes, buy camels 
and purchase provisions. I never 
realized how much food twenty-eix 
men could eat in five months until T 
began to assemble the supplies. A 
ton and a half of flour, six hundred 
pounds of sugar, half a ton of rice, 
one hundred pounds of coffee. two 
hundred tins of jam and other staples 
in proportion made a mountainous 
heap on the laboratory floor. I know 
from experience, that, if a man is to 
give his best work in the field. he 
must be kept fit. which ameans “to 
eat well, sleep well and dress well.” 
Therefore, the food was selected to 
give a varied diet. Since fruit and 
vegetables cannot be procured i» 
Mongolia, except at Urga, I had 
Lrought a large quantity of dried vege- 
tables from New York. Throughout 
the summer in the Gobj desert we had 
onions, spinach, beets, carrots and 
green peppers and every night for 
dessert dried apples, peaches, raisins 
and currants.
